Soviet Claims Gains On 
Central Front; Nazis 


Press On In Ukraine

Adolf Hitler’s armies were Offici- 

ly reported smashing Russian po- 
fitions in an unprecedented battle 
for Leningrad and pressing big scale 
Pffensive operations in the Ukraine 
today, and the Red army claimed 
new gains on the central front. 


} Tremendous aerial bombardment, 
tank-led attacks and fierce hand- 
f to-hand fighting were reporteqgifs 
’ the Germans threw full weight into 
direct assault on Leningrad, which 
some indirect reports described as 
ablaze. Crack troops of both sides 
appeared to be locked in a battle 
of steadily increasing fury. 
War front dispatches described 
F the eastern front developments as 
- follows: 


North—Berlin said that German 
forces, despite heavy casualties, had 
pushed back the Russian defenders 
of Leningrad in desperate fighting 
that seemed certain soon to decide 

' the fate of the former Czarist cap- 
ital. Moscow reported the Germans 
* pushed back through the village of 
“Pp” in one counterblow and said 
that the enemy had been unable to 
advance. : 


Central—The Red army reported 
driving the Germans back to the 


railroad town of Yartsevo, 35 miles ' 


of Smolensk, after inflicting some 
10,000 causalties and opening the 
way for “investment of the ruined 
town of Smolensk. 


South—The Germans, who claim- 
ed to have broken across the Dnie- 
per defenses at various points, said 
that big offensive operations were in 
progress toward the Crimea and the 
big Ukraine industrial areas. 


Nazi dive bombers were reported 
leading the attacks on railroad cen- 
ters and on retreating Russian 
forces. Moscow did not mention the 
Ukraine fighting.

SPEED WARNING 
1S SOUNDED 


Drivers Cautioned They 
Must Be Guided By Road 
Conditions And Reguiations 


SACRAMENTO, (lP) — Assembly- 
man Harold Swallisch of Richmond, 
author of the new law increasing 
the prima facie speed limit from 45 
to 55 miles an hour, today joined 
state officials in warning that the 
increase is not an invitation for ex- 
cessive highway speeds. 

Although it was the intent of the 
legislature to increase the legal 
speed limit in California from 45 
to 55 miles an hour, the new law 
should not be taken as a license to 
disregard the rules of courtesy and 
safety. 

“ “By increasing the prima facie 
speed limit to 55 miles an hour,” he 
said, “the legislature gave assurance 
to the law abiding motorist that he 
may travel at that speed under all 
conditions, except where a lower 
speed is indicated by zone restric- 
tions, without fear of being molest- 
ed by highway patrolmen. In fact, 
the legislature recognized that in 
many instances the slow driver is 
a greater menace to highway saf- 
ety than the fast driver, particular- 
‘ly the habitually slow driver who 
‘crawls along at a snail’s pace and
